Mayor won’t sit 
in on chat over 
concert cash 


Money lost. Peter Kelly 
says he’s ‘sensitive to a 
perceived conflict 
of interest' 


Mayor Peter Kelly will not 
participate in Halifax region¬ 
al council’s discussion today 
of outstanding money from 
the concert-cash scandal. 

The mayor’s office issued a 
press release Monday at 4 p.m. 
indicating Kelly will step down 
during the discussion over 
$400,000 fronted to promoter 
Harold MacKay for two con¬ 
certs on the Halifax Common 
in 2010. 

“1 am sensitive to a per¬ 
ceived conflict of interest 
should 1 participate in or chair 
this portion of the coimcil 
meeting,” Kelly is quoted in 
the release. 

“While 1 believe 1 would not 
contravene the Mimicipal Con¬ 
flict of Interest Act, 1 do not 
want questions about my par¬ 
ticipation to detract Council 
members from their focus on 


the recommendations before 
them.” 

Kelly did not respond to 
numerous email and tele¬ 
phone requests for an inter¬ 
view Monday during the day. 

The mayor saw no such 
conflict of interest, real or ap¬ 
parent, when he chaired a vote 
on a censure for his involve¬ 
ment in the concert-cash scan¬ 
dal in June 2011. 

Coimcil will receive the re¬ 
port and a recommendation 
with regards to the outstand¬ 
ing $359,550 never repaid by 
MacKay during Tuesday’s coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

That report could be dis¬ 
cussed bel^d closed doors, 
despite comments from sever¬ 
al councillors indicating there 
doesn’t appear to be an34hing 
in it that would require a pri¬ 
vate meeting. 

Of the $400,000 forwarded 
to MacKay for the Black Eyed 
Peas and Alan Jackson concerts 
in 2010, the promoter agreed 
to pay back $38,000 in a joint 
press conference with HRM’s 
top bureaucrat Richard Butts.

Many of the nearly two 
dozen residents who spoke 
after the meeting were wor¬ 
ried that the study was be¬ 
ing undertaken to make the 
area more desirable for de¬ 
velopers. Others questioned 
why a feasibility study was 
needed in the first place, 
given that most residents 
seem pleased with their 
water quality. 

Still others expressed dis¬ 
trust of the entire process, 
suggesting the scope of the 
study greatly exceeds the 
question of whether it’s feas¬ 
ible to extend the service. 

But Linda Mosher, the 
area councillor, said the 
study was being undertaken 
as a result of a survey of resi¬ 
dents conducted in 2006. 



“During the regional plan¬ 
ning process of2006, residents 
wrote in and they wanted Pur¬ 
cell’s Cove to be considered 
for extension,” Mosher said 
after the meeting. 

“At the end of the day. 


every property owner has a 
vote, and if the vast majority 
don’t want it, they’re not go¬ 
ing to get it. It’s as simple as 
that.” 

Mosher herself was the 
target of several barbs from 


some audience members. 

“In the next election, 
she’s not going to be repre¬ 
senting the residents of (a 
portion of Purcell’s Cove),” 
resident David Woodhall 
said.

Police probe murder of woman found in hockey bag 



Cape Breton Regional Police 
are continuing their inves¬ 
tigation into the weekend 
discovery along the Mira 
River of a woman’s body in¬ 
side a sport-equipment bag. 

Sources have confirmed 
to the Cape Breton Post that 
the victim is Laura Jessome, 
21, of Bras d’Or. Police 
haven’t released the name 
of the victim, abiding by a 
family request. 

A police spokesperson 
said on Monday that some 
25 officers have been as¬ 
signed to investigate and 
that divers were back in 


the water conducting a grid 
search in the area where 
the body was found in Mar¬ 
ion Bridge. 

The discovery was made 
at about 8 p.m. on Friday by 
a woman who noticed the 
bag in the water near her 
home. 

“As this investigation 
moves forward, if more re¬ 
sources are needed they 
will be taken from other 
sections within our police 
service or from outside 
agencies,” said Staff Sgt. 
Mike Kennedy, who heads 
the major-crime investiga¬ 


tion section. 

Kennedy said the death 
appears to be an isolated 
case and not a random act 
of violence. Police have not 
released any details about 
how long the bag may have 
been in the river. 

An autopsy performed 
Saturday in Halifax prompt¬ 
ed police to launch a homi¬ 
cide investigation.

Stun guns and pepper spray 
sent ^ough the mail to a 
Nova Scotia address have been 
intercepted by border-services 
agents. 

The Canada Border Services 
Agency (CBSA) told reporters in 
Halifax on Monday that in May 
2010 it intercepted a package 
of 10 cans of pepper spray des¬ 
tined for a Nova Scotia address. 

Later, in December 2011, 
agents at a Vancouver mail-sort¬ 
ing plant tagged a suspicious 
package headed to the same 
address, and discovered illegal 
stun guns inside. 


Three other shipments fol¬ 
lowed, resulting in the seizure 
of 32 stun guns. The weapons 
originated in China. 

“In terms of seizures for us 
in Nova Scotia, this is a large 
amoimt of prohibited weapons 
to be foimd for one person,” 
said Albert Price, manager of 
the criminal-investigations div¬ 
ision at CBSA. 

The stun guns are hand-held 
devices. They don’t issue darts 
of electricity; rather, they dir¬ 
ectly zap a person with 3.5 mil¬ 
lion volts of electricity, easily 
enough to incapacitate some¬ 
one. 

“They have quite a wallop to 
them,” Price said. 

CBSA agents and RCMP 
searched a residence and a 
vehicle in Shelburne County 
in January and arrested then 
released Scott Wade Nickerson, 
23, of Shelburne Coimty. 

Price didn’t say what in¬ 
vestigators believe was the 
purpose of the stun guns or if

they were intended to be sold, 
for example. He said that at 
this time they are not consid¬ 
ering any other charges against 
Nickerson, but the matter is 
still under investigation. 

“I’m not able to say what the 
purpose was of importing these 
weapons or so many of them, 
but they are weapons designed 
to be used against individuals, 
and there are a large number 
of them.” 



Police say Halifax still a safe city despite shootings 



Despite three shootings in 
three days last week, Hali¬ 
fax residents should not be 
afraid in their city, police 
say. 

“We take pride in our 
city, and we certainly be¬ 
lieve it’s a great city and it’s 
one that we should feel safe 
in,” Halifax Regional Police 
Const. Brian Palmeter said 
Monday. 

Police are continuing in¬ 
vestigations into the separ¬ 
ate shootings Thursday, Fri¬ 
day and Saturday that left 
three injured and one dead. 

A man suffered non-life- 
threatening injuries after 
being shot Thursday after¬ 


noon on Quinpool Road. 

On Friday night, two 
men were shot in a Clifton 
Street apartment building, 
one of whom, Corey Duane 
Lucas, died at the scene. 

And just before midnight 
on Saturday, a man suf¬ 
fered a non-life-threatening 
gunshot while walking on 
Creighton Street. 

No charges have been 
laid in any of the three 
cases, and Palmeter said 
Monday there was no new 
information to report. 

Police believe the shoot¬ 
ing on Creighton Street was 
random, while the other 
two were drug-related.

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Winnipeg mother reunited 
with her missing children 



Abduction. Four 
years after they were 
allegedly taken by 
their father, kids found 
in Guadalajara, Mexico 


Emily Cablek has been re- 
imited with her two children 
almost four years after they 
were taken from her, moved 
aroimd Mexico and kept hid¬ 
den from public view, author¬ 
ities said Monday 

Cablek saw her children 
Dominic and Abby Maiyk, now 
11 and 9 years old, respective¬ 
ly, on the weekend after they 
were found in a home in Gua¬ 
dalajara on Friday Their father, 
Kevin Maryk, was arrested on a 
charge of child abduction and 
is in custody in Mexico. 

“They absolutely, 100 per 
cent recognized their mother. 
(They) have many memories, 
Dominic is looking forward to 
a Slurpee,” Christy Dzikowicz, 
with the Canadian Centre for 
Child Protection, said Mon¬ 
day. The centre is a non-profit 
agency that works with govern¬ 
ments and law enforcement 
to help protect children from 
abduction, exploitation and 


abuse. 

“But much has been stolen 
from them. No school to learn. 
No doctors to take care. No 
friends to play with. No moth¬ 
er to love, nurture and protect 
them.” 

Cablek said in a state¬ 
ment that she is the “happiest 
mommy” in the world right 
now and would like to have 
imintermpted time with her 
children. 

“I’m asking please give my 
family some privacy so that we 
can begin to heal,” she said. 
“We have a long road ahead 
and I want my children to feel 
completely safe through all of 
it. They deserve nothing less.” 

Police allege Kevin Maryk 
abducted his children during a 
court-ordered visit on Aug. 16, 
2008, and moved aroimd fre¬ 
quently to avoid detection. He 
lived for a while in Puerto Val- 
larta, Mexico, before moving to 
Guadalajara.

Quebec resumes tuition talks with student groups 


A two-week period marked by 
burgeoning protest and bitter 
recrimination has now entered 
a new phase, with Quebec stu¬ 
dent leaders back at the negoti¬ 
ating table with the provincial 
government Monday. 

Student representatives ar¬ 
rived in Quebec City for their 
first face-to-face meeting with 
government ofiicials since mid- 
May. Eight hours later, they end¬ 
ed for the night and will resume 


at 1 p.m. Tuesday. 

Tlie head of ihe group repre¬ 
senting coUege students left the 
meeting unwilling to comment 
or provide any indication if 
progress had been made. 

Riot police were deployed in 
the provincial capital as about 
200 protesters stood in front of 
the building where talks were 
held. They ordered people to 
disperse and moved in buses to 
hold those arrested. 


Talks had broken off when 
the government tabled emer¬ 
gency legislation aimed at con- 
froUbig tile protests. The move 
appears to have backfired, 
however. Festive and largely 
peaceful demonstrations have 
spread to other cities—in some 
cases even outside Quebec and 
Canada. 

Student groups said they 
expected the government to 
compromise on the key issue of 


tuition increases that sparked 
their movement in the first 
place. They said any solution 
would include two elements: A 
retreat on tuition fees and on 
the emergency law. Bill 78. 

The students are now saying 
they have more leverage, and 
less pressure than they did the 
last time. At the time, school 
semesters had been at risk of 
being cancelled but they have 
since been paused and will re¬ 
sume in mid-August. 

The government, on the 
other hand, has a more immedi¬ 
ate wony: That a prolonged 
dispute will cause chaos for 
tourists heading to take in 
Montreal’s big summer festi¬ 
vals.

Japan’s former leader felt 
fearful and helpless during 
last year’s nuclear disaster 
and lacked experts capable 
of giving him guidance, he 
testified Monday in his first 
response to a public investiga¬ 
tive inquiry on the crisis. 

Naoto Kan resigned in Sep¬ 
tember after being criticized 
for government failures dur¬ 
ing the disaster. 

He told the parliament¬ 
ary panel he felt afraid when 
nuclear officials kept failing 
to explain conditions at the 
Fukushima Dai-ichi nuclear 
plant, where three reactors 
melted down following the 
magnitude 9.0 earthquake 
and tsunami on March 11, 
2011. 

Kan also said the country’s 
nuclear emergency prepared¬ 
ness law, set up in 1999 after 
a fatal accident at a nuclear 
fuel processing plant, did not 
address a severe accident that 
would require hundreds of 
thousands of people to evacu¬ 
ate, as in Fukushima. 

“Ever 3 d:hing anticipated 
in the law was inadequate, 
and we had to go through 
all kinds of troubles that we 
didn’t need,” he said. For

Serbia’s new nationalist 
president and the liberal rival 
likely to be the next prime 
minister assured the country 
Monday that they could over¬ 
come deep differences and 
create a stable, pro-European 
Union government. 

Tomislav Nikohc defeated 
his predecessor Boris Tadic in 
the presidential election earli¬ 
er tfds month, and Nikolic’s na¬ 
tionalist Progressive Party won 
the largest number of seats in 
the 250-member parhament. 
But because Tadic’s Democrats 
gained enough allies to form 
the next cabinet, Nikohc is 
expected to be forced to name 
Tadic as premier-designate. 

The position of prime min¬ 
ister is stronger than that of 
the president, a largely cere¬ 
monial role that cannot draft 
laws. 

The two bitter political foes 
met Monday, a day after Tadic 
announced the start of nego¬ 
tiations on the formation of a 
new government that would 
leave Nikolic without real 
power. 

“We had very good talks,” 
Tadic said. “This was a meet¬ 
ing not only about the trans¬ 
fer of power ... but about 
what Serbia’s institutions 
should look like in the future.”

Turning point. Foreign 
minister’s comments in 
wake of slaughter are 
unusually critical 


A weekend massacre of more 
than 100 people emerged as a 
potential turning point in the 
S 3 n’ian crisis Monday, galvan¬ 
izing even staunch ally Rus¬ 
sia to take an unusually hard 
line against President Bashar 
Assad’s government. 

Analysts said Russia may 
be warning Assad that he 
needs to change course or 
lose Moscow’s support, which 
has been a key layer of pro¬ 
tection for the S 3 n’ian govern¬ 
ment during the uprising that 
began in March 2011. Rus¬ 


sia has grown increasingly 
critical of Damascus in recent 
months, but Foreign Minister 
Sergey Lavrov’s latest com¬ 
ments were unusually strong. 
Although he said opposition 
forces have terrorists among 
them, he put the blame for 15 
months of carnage primarily 
on Assad’s government. 

“The government bears 
the main responsibility for 
what is going on,” Lavrov said 
in Moscow. “Any government 
in any country bears respon¬ 
sibility for the security of its 
citizens.” 

“Bashar has definitely got¬ 
ten the sense that he may 
lose Russia’s S 5 mipathy and 
he may step back a bit,” said 
Alexei Malashenko, an expert

North Korea is reporting a ser¬ 
ious drought that could worsen 
already critical food shortages, 
but help is unlikely to come 
from the United States and 
South Korea following I^ong- 
yang’s widely criticized rocket 
laimch last month. 

North Korea has had httle 
rain since April 27, with the 
coimtiy’s western coastal areas 
particularly hard hit, accord¬ 
ing to a government weather 
agency in Pyongyang. The dry 
spell threatened to damage 
crops, ofiicials said, as the coun¬ 
try enters a critical planting sea¬ 
son and as food supplies from 
the last harvest dwindle.

Across the vast Pacific, the 
mighty bluefin tuna carried

A few years ago, my father 
was diagnosed with multiple 
sclerosis. I can’t really pinpoint 
the exact date, because it took 
a good two years for my mother 
to stop referring to his illness as 
“MS-like symptoms” and actually start sa 3 dng “MS.” 

Over time I’ve watched his ability to walk deteriorate. In 
2010 we took a family trip to Cambodia and I saw him scale 
the temple walls at Angkor Wat from sunrise to sunset. Last 
weekend I helped him as he struggled to hft himself out of a 
Muskoka chair. 

Sometimes I think about whether my father will be able 
to walk me down the aisle at my wedding, or whether he’ll 
even be alive to witness it. Then, of course, I immediately 
stop thinking about those things, as they lead to cr 3 dng fits in 
public places. 

The more I’m confronted with the realities of this all- 
too-common autoimmune disease, the more desperate I’m 
becoming in my devouring of 
information about an 3 Thing 
that might help. 

Last week, the University 
of California released a study 
demonstrating the benefits 
of marijuana for individuals 
suffering from MS. The study 
found that patients who 
smoked cannabis once a day 
experienced a significant 
reduction in muscle tightness 
and other painful s 3 miptoms 
associated with MS. 

As a hippie, my father was practising this form of self- 
medication a good 40-something years before he was ever 
diagnosed. The only real difference is now he has a medical- 
marijuana licence and a copy of the Canadian Medical Asso¬ 
ciation Journal to back him up. 

While other parents read DARE pamphlets about the perils 
of drug abuse to their children, my father enjoyed a monthly 
subscription to High Times magazine. Marijuana was never 
an after-school-special kind of conversation topic in my house 
— it wasn’t cool or dangerous, it was just simply there. Con¬ 
sequently, I had no interest in it. After all, what’s the point of 
teenage rebellion if the person you’re tr 3 dng to revolt against 
is munching on “special” cookies in your living room? 

I’ve never judged him for smoking it and I certainly 
don’t now. Watching him self-medicate his way through this 
disease has changed the way I think about drugs and pain. In 
fact, it’s changed my outlook on a lot of things in my life. 

It makes me want to take the stairs every day, knowing 
that perhaps one day I won’t be able to. It inspires me to run 
outside even when I’m feeling lazy — not because I should, 
but because I can.

• Ecologists hope that with 
the support of farmers 
who have agreed to grow 
flowers and plants that 
help bees flourish, the bugs 
will zip across the country 
again. 

• The population of short- 
haired bees — scientific 
name Bombus subterraneus 
— has declined dramatic¬ 
ally across most of Europe 
the last two decades as its 
habitat was destroyed. 
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Bombus subterraneus were declared 
extinct in Britain 12 years ago. But the 
short-haired bees survived in Skane, 
Sweden, and three years ago. Natural 
England, a U.K. government-backed 
conservation project, launched a 
program to bring them back into the 
wild. The bees that made it through 
the screening process were released 
into the wild Monday in a nature re¬ 
serve in Dungeness, Kent, in southeast 
England, filled with wild flowers like 
red clover, white dead nettle, yellow 
flag and tufted vetches.

In researching his visually 
distinctive debut film, Snow 
White and the Huntsman, 
British director Rupert Sand¬ 
ers avoided one animated 
classic in particular. 

“I actually haven’t seen 
the Walt Disney (Snow White) 
for ages because I didn’t want 
to be tarnished by it,” he says. 


“I looked at other film¬ 
makers, like Roman Polan¬ 
ski’s Macbeth. I watched 
Kingdom of Heaven. I think 
I set out tr37ing not to make 
a big commercial fairy tale 
movie, but I wanted to make 
a big, Lawrence of Arabia 
kind of medieval tale, and 
that’s really what I think the 
film is.” 

But certainly Universal 
Pictures — which is betting 
a lot giving a first-time direc¬ 
tor the keys to a $175 million 
fantasy film — is hoping for 
at least in part a big commer¬ 
cial fairy-tale movie. 

“Universal have been an 
incredible partner to work 
with,” Sanders insists. 

“First of all, they wrote a 
massive cheque for a novice 
to take a lot of their money 
and go over to Europe un¬ 


touched and make a film. 
They’ve been veiy trusting.” 

Of course, part of that 
trust can be attributed to the 
Snow White in the title, since 
the source material continues 
to be hugely popular. 

So what is it about that 
fairy tale that keeps drawing 
audiences — and studio exec¬ 
utives — back? 

“It’s the best fairy tale, 
really. I don’t really like them 
when they get too princess-y. 
I don’t love balls and sleep¬ 
ing beauties and things like 


that,” Sanders says. 

“It’s one of those stories 
that is about the human con¬ 
dition. It’s about so many of 
those emotions that we go 
through — jealousy, the way 
we look,” Sanders says. 

“I think in a way it’s 
more relevant today than it 
was. Ever37thing is so image- 
obsessed... I hope it has the 
same lesson in life to our 
young people. It teaches you 
a lot about how to cope with 
the human condition, how to 
cope with death, basically.” 


So what’s next for Sand¬ 
ers? 

“I am done with fairy 
tales,” Sanders says with a 
weary laugh. 

So what will he do for 
a second feature film? “I’d 
love to make something con¬ 
temporary or sci-fi, which is 
my favourite genre. You can 
make a film that’s sociopolit¬ 
ical without it being a rant. 
You can put a bigger magnify¬ 
ing glass on our world now if 
you put the story 100 years in 
the foture.” 

Of course, if Snow White 
and the Huntsman is a hit, 
he might not be as done with 
fairy tales as he suggests. 
“Who knows. I think it will 
be hard for me not to go back 
into the Snow White world if 
that world appeared again,” 
Sanders admits.

Seven 
minutes of light exer¬ 
cise is enough to re¬ 
duce stress levels and 
make you feel as if you 
are in control of your 
life.” 

Why seven minutes? 
Don’t we have to sweat 
it out for at least 20? 

“We all have seven 
minutes to spare in 
the morning. It’s also 
enough time to in¬ 



crease heart rate. If 
you want to exercise 
more, you don’t have 
to run a marathon but 
something as simple 
as a brisk walk for 30- 
60 minutes, five times 
a week can lower your 
risk of heart disease by 
about 40 per cent.” 


Assess your stress 


Stress alone could be 
the reason why you 
can’t lose weight. It 
affects the neuroendo¬ 
crine system that in¬ 
creases the amount of 
fat stored around the 
abdomen. It’s also in¬ 
directly linked to the 
consumption of too 
many fatty or sugary 
foods, as well as in¬ 
activity.

Last week I offered my two 
cents worth of advice to a 
woman wondering what to do 
with a divorce settlement of 
$20,000. I encouraged her to 
take time deciding whether to 
pay down debt, save, spend or 
invest. 

Now I have some sug¬ 
gestions about the latter. 
Investing a lump sum can be 
tricky. For instance, an invest¬ 
ment made in September 2007 
on the eve of the financial crash 
may still be in the negative. 

Divide any windfall into

pieces and invest gradually to 
spread your risk over time. It’s 
far better to miss out on some 
gains than fall into an abyss. 

My choice for most invest¬ 
ors is Exchanged Traded Funds 
or ETFs with very low fees. 
Most are lower than .50 annu¬ 
ally compared to the average 
Canadian mutual fund fees of 
2.25 to 2.5 per cent annually. 

These products simply 
mimic an index like Canada’s 
S&P\TSX Composite. There are 
also bond ETFs. (ETFs trade on 
the Toronto Stock Exchange 
just like shares of a company 
and you will pay a trading fee 
to buy units.) 

Three ETFs are all you need, 
one for Canada, one for the U.S. 
and one for bonds. Here’s a 
small selection among the doz¬ 
ens available. 


Don’t stress, just pick one 
for each area and you’ll have 
a nice, weU-roimded portfolio. 
The ticker symbol and manage¬ 
ment fee are in brackets.

ETFs over the next six months 
to a year. There will be a trad¬ 


ing fee for each transaction but 
you only pay it once until you 
sell, and the additional cost bal¬ 
ances the risk.

Nervous Daughter 

Dear Nervous Daughter, 

What an exciting event! 
Good champagne should be 
served cold, so keeping it in 
the fridge for a few days then 
on ice at the bar when it is be¬ 
ing served is important. 

When opening the cham¬ 
pagne never point it at anyone 
and hold the “cage” and the 
cork tight with a napkin while 
slowly turning the bottle. You

will feel the pressure build 
up and the cork will pop out 
easily. 

Mffien serving, you can use 
either a champagne flute or 
saucer, though the “fashion” 
of today is flutes. 

When you pour cham¬ 
pagne, it foams up (just like 
pop) so pour slowly and just 
a small amount in every glass 
— this is called “priming” the 
glass. Then return and fill the 
flute with additional cham¬ 
pagne. Don’t fill the glass 
more than three-quarters full. 


When you toast your par¬ 
ents, you technically don’t let 
the glasses touch each other, 
however many people un- 
fortimately do “clink” glasses. 

Keep your speech short, 
to the point and annunciate 
clearly, ask everyone to raise 
their glass and say something 
like “to our parents” and then 
have a sip and voila — your 
toast is done!

Maynard basks in 
Memorial Cup triumph

Hard work paid off 
for Cataractes, says 
20-year-old forward 
from Cole Harbour

It didn’t matter much to Mitch¬ 
ell Maynard and the rest of the 
Shawinigan Cataractes that the 
hockey world had all but writ¬ 
ten them off in the lead-up to 
the Memorial Cup. 

Ousted from the QMJHL 
playoffs in the quarter-finals 
in mid-April and idle for a full 
32 days before opening up the 
Canadian Hockey League’s 
showcase event on May 18, 
many figured the Cataractes 
were imderachieving hosts 
who had been out of the com¬ 
petitive loop for too long. 

“We kind of liked the role of 
the imderdog,” said Maynard, 
a Cole Harbour native in his 
second season with the Cata¬ 
ractes.

The Cataractes, of course, 
proved doubters wrong when 
Anton Zlobin scored the over¬ 
time winner in a 2-1 home- 
ice triumph over the London 
Knights in Sunday’s champion¬ 
ship game. 

Maynard, 20, said his team 
succeeded because of how they 


responded during the lull after 
being upset in the QMJHL play¬ 
offs by the Chicoutimi Saguen- 
eens on April 17. With head 
coach Eric VeiUeux cracking 
the whip in practice, the play¬ 
ers buckled down and skated 
hard instead of pouting. 

“There were days we didn’t 
reaUy want to come to the rink, 
but we worked so hard and we 
got in great shape,” Maynard 
said. “We played our best hock¬ 
ey in this tournament.” 

Maynard, who missed half 
the season with a knee injury, 
was a healthy scratch for two 
games at the Memorial Cup but 
played the final three, includ¬ 
ing Simday’s chncher. Although 
his ice time was limited, he 
made the most of it and helped 
energize his team. 

“You can’t control how 
much you’re going to be on the 
ice, or if you’re going to be in 
the lineup, but you can control 
your work ethic,” he said. “I 
tried to play every shift hke it 
was my last.” 

It’s the second straight year 
a graduate of the Cole Harbour 
major midget program has 
won the Memorial Cup. May¬ 
nard’s close friend and former 
teammate, Stephen MacAulay, 
did it last year with the Saint 
John Sea Dogs. 

Maynard is looking forward 
to getting his day with the cup. 

“I was at (MacAulay’s) Me¬ 
morial Cup party last year and 
it was tough to watch,” he said. 
“I’m pretty happy that this year 
I’ll be hosting it.”
